The city is dressed in holiday 
attire, all business houses and private 
residences are handsomely decorated, 
and the hospitable citizens of Ross 
county have extended a hearty wel- 
come to the vast throng that has ar- 
rived to join in the centennlat.^lestlyi- 
ties which are being _ conducted on^an 
elaborate scale. ' 


The day's 
program 'consisted of 


formally presenting to Ross county a 
plaster medallion of the first governor 
of the state, Edward Tiffin, and the

The exercises, commenced in the 


comiaoji pleas court room of Ross 
county, in the courthouse erected on 
the site of the first capitol, and were 
presided over by Judge J. C. Douglas 
After the invication by Rev. C. C. Gail- 
brith, Miss Anna Cook, a great-grand- 
daughter of Governor Tiffin, unveiled 
the tablet which was presented to 
Ross county by Mr. William Hunter. 
The presentation speech was made in 
behalf of Mr. Hunter by Hon. Archi- 
bald Mayo, who eloquently paid a high 
tribute to the first governor of. Ohfo 
and the sturdy pioneers that blazed 
the way for the future greatness of the 
state and its citizens. The acceptance 
for the county was made by Mr. Ho- 
ratio C. Claypooll in a creditable 
manner.

mits she was out for a drive Sunday. 
This is the story: 


Two couples of Coshoctonians went 


to Newcomerstown Sunday, and when 
they starte^-1 back, in the cool of the 
afternoon, took the road leading over 
the recently 
dismantled bridge over 


the Tuscarawas 


It appears that there is a wire 


stretched across the river at this point, 
and that over it are" transported cans 
of milk for the Newcomerstown trade, 
the, milk dealers thus saving a long 
journey around the hills, the* bridge at 
that point still being down. 
Wagon 


tracks run down into the water on 
each side of the stream and to a stran- 
ger it looks like a ford 


It is evident that the Coshocton 


couple took it for one 
They fearless- 


ly plunged into the stream, and with- 
in a dozen feet frpm shore, struck ten 
feet of water. The uorse swam, and 
the buggy

The lady and her gallant perched 


upon the back of the seat, and still the 
waters encroached. Submerged, all but 
their heads, their perilous journey con-, 
tinued.

Then another predicament arose. 


The young lady's clothing buoyed her 
up and she began to float awa'y. With 
strength born of desperation the young 
man seized the girl with one hand and 
succeeded in guiding th'e horse and 
holding onto the buggy with the other.

Cleveland Street Car Lines 


Consolidate into One 


Gigantic Company, 


[By Telegraph to -The Age.] 


Cleveland, May 20.—Amalgamation 


of the street railway interests 01 this 
city, which has been hanging fire dur- 
ing the past three months, will soon 
be consummated, the two big street 
railway companies having agreed to 
consolidate. 
The new company will 


have a capital stcfck of upwards of 
$23,000,000. 


The agreement was made at a con- 


ference between President M. A. Han- 
na of the Cleveland City Railway com- 
pany and President Horace Andrews 
of the 
Cleveland Electric Railway 


company which will result in the 
amalgamation of their interests and 
the placing of every line operated by 
them under one management. 
The 


new company, It is understood, will 
have a capitalization of not less than 
$23,500,000. Senator Hanna will, it is 
said, be the chairman of the board of 
directors, while Horace Andrews will 
be named as president. 


The 
consolidated 
company, 
the 


name of which has not yet been 
chosen, will issue universal transfers 
it is said, but there will probably be 
no reduction in fare, as originally pro- 
posed by the promoters of the big 
.deal. The latter desired to sell seven 
tickets for 25 cents instead of 11 for 
SO cents, the present rate, in order to 
discourage the construction of a sys- 
tem of 3-cent fare lines in which 
Mayor Johnson is credited with being 
largely interested. It is known that 
Senator Hanna opposed on behalf of 
his company a reduction of fare c.t 
this time, in order that the streetcar 
people 
might have lower fares to 


offer In return for'a renewal of fran- 
chises when the latter expire. 


The Cleveland Electric 
Railway 


company has a capital of $13,000,000 
and 136 miles of track. The Cleve- 
land City Railway company has an 
authorized capital "of $9,000,000 and 
86 miles of track.

.*lon has no authority to apply the 
punitive sections of "the law. The

that the law has been violated and is 
still being violated the attorney gen* 
eral will move. 


It is certain now that there will ,be 


no criminal proslcution. The attorney 
general has concluded that Baer and 
the rest have secured immunity by 
appearing and testifying before the 
Interstate commerce commission. Un- 
der the law as it stands no witness 
can be tried or convicted for violation 
of any of the criminal sections of the 
act on basis of testimony given at an 
inquiry of the Interstate commerce 
commission.

Revenge for Annihilation of 


British Troops Under Col.

lasting 45 minutes the dervishes were* 
driven off with the loss of 300 menu 
killed and two wounded. The Abys- 
Binians had 21 men killed and !<*• 
wounded. Subsequently the Abyssln- 
lans raided the wells northwest oC

vishes is the first blow struck by the. 


Abyssinian contingent which is cc»

Manning's advance. The Abyssinians 
number 10,000, are mostly armed with 
modern weapons, and are accompa- 
nied by some British officers.

Burrilli fight is 120 miles southwest of 
the scene of the disaster to the Brit- 
ish force under Colonel Plunkett on. 
April 17, when the colonel, all ol the- 
British officers and practically his en- 
tire force of 170 men were annihilated 
by the dervishes, and is 200 mile* 
from General Manning's present quar- 
ters at Bohotle.

PEACE POWJIU DILATORY. 


Uncle Sam May Have to Bur All 


Expense of Arbitration, 


Washington, May 20.—Mexico it the 


only one of the peace powers that has 
adhered to The Hague arbitration pro 
tocol signed by Mr. Bo wen last winter 
and by Secretary Hay for the United 
States. The other powers have shown 
a singular and unexplainable indiffer- 
ence, considering the extent of their 
interests. Holland and Belgium have 
been the most dilatory of all in the 
negotiations, notwithstanding Holland 
is supposed to cherish the principle ot 
arbitration more than any other state. 
If this attitude is unchanged, the en-, 
tire expense ot the presentation of the 
case of the powers before The Hague 
will fall on the United States ana 
Mexico. To this extent the other pow- 
ers would profit if the verdict of the 
tribunal should be against the allies' 
contention that they are entitled to 
preferential treatment.

In adc^aon to the destruction 
of the plant where the fire originated, 
the fire had already destroyed the 
plant of the Wittmer Brick company, 
the Jackson and Murray hotels and 
the residence of John H Meyers, the 
handsomest in the town 
The loss is 


estimated at $100,000, with -very little 
insurance 
The town is almost with- 


out fire protection, depending on a 
small volunteer department, poorly 
equipped

In some of the New England states." 


Military History of Ohio. 


"The Military History of Ohio, In- 


cluding the War of 1812," was present- 
ed byiGeneral Thomas M. Anderson, 
commandant of the Ohio Soldiers' and 
SaHors' Home at Sandusky. General 
Anderson followed the military opera- 
tions in Ohio, beginning with the cam- 


ery in the field of battle. In the Span- 
ish-American war there were many 
officers breveted and 
promoted for 


meritorious service who were natives 
of the Buckeye state. 


In speaking of the Ohio troops in 


the civil war General Keifer took oc- 
casion to mention the names of many 
illustrious officers who lead to success 
the northern forces. Of these the great 
leaders were from Ohio. 


The speech of Hon. Murat Halstead 


on "Ohio in the Navy," proved beyond

Ohm \vas not conspicuous In 
congress in the early days ot her state- 
hood. The only member -for the flrst 
decennial period was Jeremiah Mor- 
row, 
a Democrat

stamp, who served until 1812, and was 
re-elected in 1SUS and 1840.

Congressmen Became Presidents. 
In the hundred years of the state's 


existence but four members were 
turned out of office by reason of con- 
tests, twelve died in office and twenty 
resigned. Thomas Corwin resigned to 
become governor of Ohio, as did Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes, John 
Sherman to 


become United States senator, while 
others resigned to become judges and 
some for personal and other reasons. 
Three ex-members became president 
of the United States, Hayes, Gartield 
and 
McKinley. The longest terms 


served by Ohlq
